OUT OF THE PAST 

On Dtcevjiber 24, 1904. Col. John 
Givens Craddock, dean of the PcUis 
press, and one of the most noted 
nesvspaper men of the State died af- 
ter a long illness. Probably r^o man 
in the newspaper game in Kentucky 
was more widely known. De;;pjte his 
eccentricities. Col. Craddock was a 
man of isrenerous iimpulses and was a 
large contributor tc charity. Every- 
body in Paria and BourlKm county 
knew Col. Craddofik. and his fume 
extended even beyond the confines 
of the State. The aneedotes told of 
his career, would fiU a large-aized

! Mark Twain and Robert Louis Stev- 
j rnson were two of no small number of 
j vvritor.s who wrote In bed because of 
the comfortable relaxation and the 
seclusion. Tiie wIts of neltbor were 
benumbed, and you coold not call 
either of theiae prolific and successful 
aulhor<: lazy. Hut It does not follow 
that tlieir mimic in respect to a recum- 
bent posture for authorship will suc- 
ceed in copying their bappy graces In 
tbe way of a literary style.

He stays at work 
till his work is done. He trains him- 
self — witii an Edisoo — not to let him- 
self sleep till he baa tracked the iby 
idea he is banting to its lair.
